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The Third REPORT of the Commissioners appointed to 
examine, take, and flate the Pustic Accounts of the 
Kingdom. 

AVING finifhed our examinations of all thofe public accountants 
H that came to our knowledge in the firft clats, as far as relates 
to the balances of public money in their hands, we, in the next place, 
direéted™ our attention to thofe accountants who receive public money 
out of the Excheqver, by way ef impreft, and upon account. 

The certificate of the accounts depending in the office of the Audi- 
tors of the Imprett, tranfmitted to us purfuant to our precept, furnith- 
ed us with a lilt of thefe accountants: As much of this certificate as 
relates to the fubjeét matte: of this prefent report, is inferted in the 
Appendix. We tovk them into our confideration in the order in which 
they ftand upon that certificate ; a rule we purtue in regard to all lifts 
of accountants, unlefs there is {ome fpecial reajon for departing from it. 

Vhe fet of accountants therein firlt mentioned, are the [reaforers 
of the navy; and of thefe, the names that ftand firft are the execu- 
tors of Anthony Vifcount Falkland, whofe final account is dated the 
4th of April. 1689, and from whom a balance of 27,6111. 6s. 5 d. far- 

thing is declared tobe then due. We did not mit-ipend our time in a 

puriuit where there was fo little probability of benefit to the Public. 

A debt that has fubfitted for near a century, may be prefumed detpe- 

rate. Pafling over, therefore, this article, we iffued our precepts to 

Karl Temple, as reprefentative of the late George Grenville, Eig; to 

Lord Vifconnt,Barrington, Lord Vifcount Howe, and to Sir Gilbert 

Elliot, Bart.as reprefentative of the late Sir Gilbert Elliot, for an ac- 

eunt of the public money in their hands, enftody, or power, as late 

*Treafurers of the Navy. ‘The returns made to our precepts are fet 

forth in the appendix; from which it appears, that the balances of 

public money remaining in their réfpedtive hands, upon the days there- 
in mentioned, amounted together to the fum of 76,793). r8s. 1d. 
farthing. 

That we might learo for what reafons, fervices, or purpofes, thefe 
fms are permitted to remain in the hands of ‘I'reafurers of the Navy, 
f long after they are out of office, we examined feveral of the officers 
jn this department, namely, George .Swaffigld, Efq; Cathier of the 
Vittualling; Andrew Douglas, Efq; Paymafter; Mr Adam Jellicoe, 
Chief Clerk to the Paymatter; and ir Francis Cuok, Ledger Wri- 
ter. By them we are fupplied’ with the following information ; 

The office of the Treafarer of the Navy is divided into three branch- 
es, the Paymafter’s, the Cathier’s, and the vidtualling branch, All 
the money he receives is for the mavy ferviges, and placed under, or 
carried over, to one of thefe branches ; the money in eath branch is 
fabdivided» arranged, and kept'under various different heads of fervi- 
ces: the whole balance. at the time he leaves the office; continues to 
be liable, whether it be in his hands, or in the hands of his reprefen- 
tatives, in cafe of his death, to the fame fervices for which its feveral 
parts weré diiginally dettined ; and the Commiffioners of the Navy, 
Viétwalling, and Bick and Hurt Offices, each in their feveral, depart- 
ments, continue to affign bills wpon him for payment, until they have 
reduced his “‘balanee “to fach a fim as, in their opinions, will not be 
more than fafficient to anfwer purpoles for which it has been ufual to 
leave money with him, ‘unill his final account is pafled. Thefe purpo- 
fes are, firft?*e'Carry on the recals upon thole thips books which were 
open in his Treafurer (hip, and the payment of the half-pay lifts and 
bounties to Chaplains. ‘The thips books are ufually kept open for re- 
cals, for féven or eight years after the expiration of the Treafarerhhip, 
in order to give thofe feamen who, by being cither turned over te o- 
ther thips, or employed in other places, could not attend at the time 
their thip was paid, ‘an opportunity of receiving their wages when jit is 
in their power to apply for them. “The only fund applicable to this 
fervice is, the money in the pay branch, placed under the head of * To 
“ pay thips, aid carry on recals:” This fervice is at an end when the 
fhips books are made up.’ “They are made up‘as they come io courfe, 
in order of time 5 and after the Jaft is clofed, the half-pay lilts are al- 
fo clofed, and the payment of the bounty to Chaplains ceafes. 

‘The other purpofe is to pay the fees and expences of carrying on, 
making up, and paffing his accounts. Upon paffing every annual ac- 
_ count, fees are paid ‘to the auditors of the imprefs, out of the money 
in his hands, under the héad of ‘* To pay Exchequer fees, and other 
contingent expences of the Pay Office ;” but upon paffing his final ace 
connt, there is a gratuity alfo paid in the following manner :—The 
officers and clerks who tranfact the bufinef{s of the—freafurer in office, 
carry on alfo at the fame time, and finally make up'the aceounts of 
the ‘l'realurers out of office ; for which extra work they have no falae 
ry or recompence whatever, until the final account is teady to be pall 
ed, at which time ,it has been ufual-for them, by petition to the 
Lords of the Tre , to obtain a reafonable allowance for their trou- 
ble, which has een paid them, by virtue ofa Treafury warrant, out 
of any money remaining in the hands of that Treafarer, under what- 
ever heads of fervice it may. be placed,’ .TDhis gratuity, together with 
the fees of pafling the anowal accounts, and for the quictus, it is ima- 

ed, will exhauft. the whole balance now remaining in the hands of 

Temple.  * rth? , 

All the Thips books which were paid by Mr Grenville, Lord Barring- 
ton, and Lord Howe, are. made up, and confequently the balances 
which the three Boards have left in the hands of thefe Treafurers mutt 
be for the purpofe of paying the fees.and expences of carrying on, ma- 
rly and pafling thar » Andho Of Sir Gilbert Elliot’s fhips books, 
five hundred and fix are fill open for recalls; and payments, if appli- 
ed for, are made upon them ence a week; and therefore, whatever 
fams ftand upon his account, in his paymafter’s branch, under the 
heads of wages, half pay, and bounties:to chaplains, ‘are {till applica- 
ble to thofe “tviees; and the refidue of the money permitted to re- 
main with ium is for the purpofe of paying the fees and expences of 
cariying on, making up, and paffing his accounts. : 

How foon ther will thefe feveral fums ibe wanted for this purpofe ? 
The accounts of the Treafurers of the Navy are made up and pailed as 
they come in courfe in order of time; the officers muft fmith one year 
before they begin upon another's and a fubfequent Treafurer's account 
is never finifhed till his predeceffor’s is finally clofed. The ftate in which 
their acconnts are in the office of the auditors of ‘the impreft, is this : 
The lait which is declared is Mr Grenville’s aceount for the year 1758 : 
of ail the fubfequent accounts, only fome fections of théir refpedtive 
navy and victwalling ledgers are delivered into this office ; ‘which’ ‘parts 
of a Treafurer’s accounts are ufually fent thither as fpeedily as they 
can be made up after the year expires. 

From an account of the balances remaining in the hands of thefe 
Treafurers, at the times they refpectively ceafed to be Treafurers, and 
an account of the times when their laft -fhips were made up; anda 
flate of Mr Grenville’s balances, and of the balances of Lord Barring- 
ton, Lord Howe, and Sir Gilbert Elliot, every year fincé they Reveral- 
ly went out of office, all tranfimitted'to us from the Pay Office of the 
Navy, purfuant to our requifitions, we find that Mr Grenville re- 
figned this office in 1762, and his Jaft thip’s book was made wp in 
1771; that Lord Barrington refigned this office 1765, and his latt 
fhip's book was made up in 1775; that Lord Howe refigned this office 
in 1770, and his laft thip’s book was made up in 1778; and that Sir 
Gilbert Elliot died in 1777: Hence it appears, that for near nineteen 
years there has been in the hands of Mr Grenville, or of his repre- 


fentatives, and for fifteen years in the hands of Lord Barrington, and . 


for ten years in the hands of Lord Howe, and for three years in the 
hands of the 1eprefentatives of Sir Gilbert Elhot, confidérable fums of 
pub.ie money (exclufive of the fums‘in the heads of wages, half pay, 
and bounty to chaplains), deflined to purpofes which (except the paf- 
fing three years of Mr Grenville’s accounts) have not yet exilted, and 
which, if we may judge from the progrefs hitherto made in pafling 
thete accounts, are not likely foon to exift. 

Where public money is «ppointed for a fervice or purpofe to arife at 
a future time, we are of opinion, the Public alune ought to have the 
cuftody and u‘e of that moncy in the mean time, and until the fervice 
cr purpote calls for its application. 

“When the fees and the gratuity become payable, we fee no reafon 
why the Treafurer in office fhould not pay them, in liki manner as the 
Tresfurer’s ovt of office pay them now. 

W did not form onr opinion upon) thefe balances: without firft hear- 
ing the late Treafurers themfelves, or the reprefentatives of thofe who 
are dead; and ‘therefore we examined Earl Temple, Lord Vifcount 








Barrington, Lord Vifcount Howe, and Sir Gilbert Elliot; Baronet; not 
one of whom made any objeétion to paying their balances into the Ex- 
chequer, upon condition, fome of rectiving their quictus, others of be- 
ing made fecure in fuch payments. We do therefore conceive, that 
the balances of public money, now remaining in the hands of Earl 
Temple, as reprefentative of the late George Grenville, Efq; and in 
the hands of Lord Vifcount Barrington, and of Lord Vifcount Howe, 
and of Sir Gilbert Elliot, Bart. as reprefentative of Sir Gilbert Elliot, 
late ‘Treafurer of the navy, ought to be paid into the Exchequer, for 
the public fervice, leaving in the hands of Sir Gilbert Elliot the fums 
in his account placed under the heads of wages, half-pay, and boun- 
ties to Choplains, to carry on the fervices to which the fame are ap- 
plicable; that fach paymegts Miould be without piejadice, and a pro- 
per fecdrity and indemnification be given to eace of them againft any 
lofs or detriment that may acerte to them in confequerce of fuch pay- 
ments. 

The Right Hon. Welbore Fllis, tlre prefent Treafurer of the Navy, 
returned to our requifition a balance in his hands npon the 31it of Au- 
guitt lait, of 348,947 1. urs. gd. The act direéts us to examine into 
all balances in the hands of public accountants, for the purpofe of 
confidering what fom may be taken out of their hands, to be applied 
to the public fervice. It is obvious, we could not examine the balance 
in the hands of the Treafurer in office with this view; it could not be 
in our power to fay, that any part of it ought to be paid back inte the 
Exchequer, becaufe, in an office of fo conitant and large an expendi- 
ture, this fum moit probably be exhautted, exen while it was under 
our confideration ; but it was competent to us, and we thought it our 
duty, to =xamine whether this wasa larger fum than the current bufi- 
nefs of the office required fhould at that time be entrufted to the Trea- 
farer of the navy. A comparifon between the quantum of the fum, 
and the demands upon it, would enable us to form fome judgment up- 
on this point ; with this view we examined the prefent Treafurer him- 
{elf : Timothy Brett, Efq; Commiffioner of the Navy, and Comp- 
troller of the Treafurer's accounts; John Slade, E{q; Commiffioner of 
the Vicualling, and John Bell, Eig; Commiffioner of the Sick and 
Hurt; from whom we colject the following information : 

All the money received by the Treafurer, for the fervices of the 
navy, is either iffued to him out ef the Exchequer, or paid to him by 
fundry perfons, in purfuance of the direétions of the Navy, Victual- 


“Ting, or Sick and Hurt’Boards, The money from the Exchequer is 


ilued to him, and arranged in his aecounts noder various heads of fer- 
vices ; thefe heads are kept diltin&; and he cannot, place or transfer 
a fum iflued to him under one bead,‘to any other head of fervice. 
All bills afligned upon him for payment by thefe Boards, fpecify the 
correfpondent head of fervice out of which that bill isto be paid, and 
he muft not pay it out of money placed under any other head of ter- 
vice than that fo {pecified on the bill. 

When money is wanted, the application for it never originally moves 
from the ‘Treafurer, except in the fingle initance of money to pay fees, 
and other contingent expences; this he craves of himfelf, when that 
fund is nearly exhaufted; in all other cafes the Board, in whofe de- 
partment it is, by letter, defire him to prefent a memorial to the 
L.ords of the ‘Treafury, {pecifying the fam wanted, and for what par- 
ticular fervice ; the memorial purfues the letter, and the iffue is di- 
rected from the Exchequer in the terms of the memorial. The ‘Trea- 
furer immediately certifies to the Navy Board the whole fum he re- 
ceives, and to the other Boatds, fo much of that fum as -concerns 
them ; he alfo tranfmits to the. Navy Board an account of all his re- 
ceipts and payments in the Cashier’ and Victualling branch every fort- 
night, and in the pay branch every month; by thefe means they have 
an exact knowledge of the ftate of his balance under each head of fer- 
vice. hach of thefe Boards enter in their books all the aflignments 
they make upon him for payment, of which they tranfmit to hith a 
litt; hence they know what the aétual demands upon him amount to ; 
and, from their experience in the courfe of the navy bufinefs, they 
can form fome conjecture relative to the probable approaching demands 
that may be made upon him in the various branches of the fervice. 
By fuch knowledge and conjecture thefe Boards are guided in their di- 
rections to the Treafurer, as to the time when the quantum of the 
fum, and the fervice for which every application for a fupply is to, be 
made‘to the Treafury. 

At the end of every month the Navy Board tranfinit to the Treafu- 
Fy acertificate, containing an exadt ftate of all the receipts and pay- 
ments made by the ‘Treafurer during that month, as they appear from 
their books ; hence the Lords of the Treafury have full knowledge of 
the ftate of his balance every month. This certificate for the month 
of Auguft laft we procured. from the Navy Office, en which the ba- 
lance in the hands of the Treafurer.appears to be 260,7161. 1 s. 84 d. 

Being made acquainted thus far with the courfe of bufinefs in this 
office, our next ftep was to refolve this balance of 348,941 1. rr s. 9 d. 
into its conftituent parts, and compare the quantum of each part, as 


. far as we'could, with the aétual and probable demands of fervice upon 


it on the 31ft of Auguft, the date of his return.
